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The  noted  American  Sculptor  Milton  Horn  was  Com- 
missioned in  1954  to  create  a  visual  history  of  the  healing 
arts  for  the  proposed  West  Virginia  University  Medical 
Center.  He  Produced  Eight  panels  depicting  important  de- 
velopments and  personages  in  the  history  of  Medicine, 
Denistry,  Nursing  and  Pharmacy.  Medical  Center  archi- 
tect Cyrus  E.  Silling  had  chosen  Horn  to  do  the  sculptures. 
The  artist  took  a  year  for  research,  collaborating  with  his 
wife  Estelle,  before  selecting  16  milestones  in  the  health 
sciences  and  beginning  work.  The  reliefs,  installed  in  Octo- 
ber, 1956,  have  become  the  emblem  of  the  West  Virginia 
University  Medical  Center.  "These  works  transcend  mere 
illustration,"  Horn  said.  "Rather,  they  portray  the  spirit. 
At  times,  one  panel  symbolizes  events  that  occurred  a  cen- 
tury or  more  apart,  yet  there  is  unity  in  each  panel  and  in 
all  of  them  together." 
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John  W.  Traubert  graduated  with  his  Doctor  of 
Medicine  degree  from  Ohio  State  University  in  1965. 
He  went  on  to  do  a  General  Practice  Residency  at 
Mt.  Carmei  Hospital  in  Columbus,  OH.  After  eight 
years  of  practicing  in  Wheeling.  West  Virginia,  he 
became  affiliated  with  West  Virginia  University  Hos- 
pital in  1974.  He  served  as  the  Chairman  and  resi- 
dency Director  of  the  Department  of  Family  Medi- 
cine from  1974-1986  and  was  Chief  of  Staff  from 
1980-1982.  We  have  come  to  know  him  best  as  the 
Associate  Dean  of  Student  and  Curricular  Affairs,  a 
position  he  has  held  here  at  WVU  since  1986.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  numerous  community  contributions  and 
family  responsibilities,  he  has  served  the  medical  stu- 
dents with  the  same  kind,  gentle  hand  of  experience 
that  has  earned  him  state-wide  respect  as  a  physician 
and  human  being.  It  is  with  gratitude  that  the  staff  of 
The  Pylon  dedicates  this  1995  edition  to  John  W. 
Traubert  M.D.

Or  maybe  the  quandary  surfaced  more  ruefully  as  in,  "Is  this  rc- 
aZ/y  what  I  want  to  be  doing  with  my  life?"  Of  course,  we  can  ignore  this  voice  by  em- 
ploying our  favorite  ego  defense  mechanisms  or  we  may  simply  cherish  the  life  of  Sisy- 
phus, but  ultimately  we  all  ask  this  question.  It's  one  of  the  most  basic  questions  of  life, 
and  its  query  resounds  ever  so  loud  in  the  ears  of  the  medical  student.

There  just  happen  to  be  occasional  dreary-eyed  nights 
when  we  recall  the  life  we've  known  in  the  past  and  call  up  visions  of  our  life  of  the  fu- 
ture. We  wonder  late  at  night  why  we've  chosen  to  wedge  medical  training  in  the  middle 
of  such  a  beautiful  scheme. 

The  answer  is  complex  and  has  many  faces,  but  its  essence  is  constant  and  palpable: 
we  have  each  discovered  the  one  vocation  that  is  best  able  to  embody  our  aspirations,  our 
hopes  and  dreams,  and  our  ideals.  Medicine  is  a  science  replete  with  emotion,  with  feel- 
ing. It  is  an  art  through  whose  expression  we  find  compassion  and  human  comfort. 
Through  medicine  we  acquire  an  intellectual  outlet,  an  outlet  for  our  creativity  and  al- 
truism, a  challenge  for  our  industriousness.  a  chance  for  incredible  human  interaction, 
and  a  chance  to  make  our  very  own  mark  on  the  world,  if  only  on  those  people  whose 
lives  we  touch.  We're  given  the  privilege  to  enrich  our  patient's  lives  and  to  ease  their 
death.  And  it  /5  a  privilege. 

Bui  this  rose  of  privilege  is  not  without  its  thorn  of  imbalance.  It  must  be  handled 
carefully  or  we  may  forget  that  we  also  have  a  life  and  dreams  that  are  essentially  unre- 
lated to  medicine,  such  as  family,  religion,  the  outdoors,  or  the  arts.  For  most  of  us  this 
dilemma  exists  because  of  our  zest  for  and  fascination  with  medicine,  and  because  of  our 
devotion  to  our  patients  and  colleagues.  It  is  not  the  life  of  sleep  deprivation  nor  the  vast 
amount  of  information  that  needs  to  be  acquired  and  applied,  nor  remaining  in  a  field 
that  seems  less  and  less  appreciated  by  the  public  that  is  most  challenging.  The  great 
challenge  is  staying  true  to  ourselves  and  to  our  dreams  and  to  our  families,  and  main- 
taining our  own  well-being. 

In  the  ancient  languages  "doctor  of  medicine"  meant  "teacher  of  the  balance."  We 
may  champion  our  own  cause  and  serve  as  true  role  models  by  striving  for  this  balance  in 
our  own  lives,  even  as  medical  students.  In  a  field  of  high-power  technology  and  unusual 
stress,  we  should  try  to  remember  the  historical  roots  of  medicine  in  its  human  and  hu- 
mane qualities.  Our  patients  and  colleagues  are  people  who  smile  when  they  are  happy. 
When  we  admit  that  the  mysteries  of  life  and  death  sometimes  overpower  the  science  of 
medicine,  we  realize  that  a  smile  can  be  the  best  and  greatest  thing  we  have  to  offer.  Let 
us  each  remember  from  time  to  time  and  the  old  axiom:  We  cure  rarely,  we  alleviate  of- 
ten, and  we  comfort  always.
